Joint Luncheon Speakers Tell 
Progress of Highways in 
Sierra Mad re 


Mr. Prescott F. Cogswell, county 
supervisor, spoke at the joint luncheon 
of the Chamber of Commerce and the 
Woman’s club at the club house on 
Monday, covering briefly and concise¬ 
ly the subjects of flood control and 
highways. 

The discouraging report on the stut 
us of flood control work in the county 
because of state appropriations being 
discontinued was followed by Mr. 
Cogswell’s statement Unit contracts 
for certain links to complete the Coast 
Highway would be fulfilled, thus as¬ 
suring the scenic route along the sea 
from Santa Monica to the north. 

Dovetailing remurkably with this 
discussion of highways, Mr. W. S. 
Grussie’s enthusiastic description of 
the Altadena Citizen’s association’s 
program for zoning the foothills, and 
connecting them with the Mulhollaml 
Skyline drive to the sea, created u 
profound impression. It brought home 
to the audience the fact that Sierra 
Mailre must immediately take steps 
to assure the continuance of this high 
boulevard across her own magnificent 
foothill section, and prepare for the 
development that will follow. Surprise 
was expressed when Mr. Gras.sie stat¬ 
ed that the road is already planned 
across the Kinney ranch and outlined 
across Sierra Madre Villa to the Has¬ 
tings ranch. He issued an urgent in¬ 
vitation to Sierra Madre to co-operate 
in creating whut will be one of the 
most famous boulevards in California, 
which already has the endorsement of 
the Chamber of Commerce. 

Mr. Grassie dwelt on the disadvan¬ 
tage to Sierra Mailre resulting from 
its having no direct connecting road to 
Pasadena. 

At the request of Mrs. Steinberger, 
Mr. Allen •responded, stating that us 
chairman of a Chamber of Commerce 
committee he had worked for several 
years for a road connecting Central 
avenue with Orange Grove avenue in 
Pasadena but that Mr. Hastings now 
refused to co-operate further because 
of the city having permitted the loca¬ 
tion of a sanitarium in the northwest 
part of the city in the district adjacent 
to his land, and negotiations were ut 
a standstill. Mr. Allen added that the 
road question and the sanitarium ques¬ 
tion had not been considered interde¬ 
pendent and that the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce had taken no action on the lat¬ 
ter question. 

A suggestion that the next joint 
meeting should be a dinner instead of 
u luncheon, that more members of the 
Chamber of Commerce may be present 
to enjoy the music of the Veterans’ 
quartet, und the addresses, and to add 
to the fund for the Disabled Veterans 
benefit, is under consideration, and the 
plan for generul planting of wisteria 
vines, seeds for which have been do¬ 
nated by Mr. and Mrs. Fennell, was 


Another hearing on the proposed 
zoning ordinance has been called by 
the City trustees for Thursday even¬ 
ing, May 24. While this is designated 
us the “final parley,” it seems unlike¬ 
ly to be the last. 

Current comment indicates that a 
large number of people will be un¬ 
willing to accept the ordinance in its 
present form. Whether a majority will 
agree to their contention remains to 
be seen. 

In order that those attending the 
meeting of next Thursday may have 
a clear understanding of the pesent 
terms of the ordinance, the News pre¬ 
sents on page 7 a map of the city and 
will endeavor to outline the bound¬ 
aries of the various zones proposed. 

The principal ubsiness zones known 
as “C” and “D” follow in general the 
P. F. car line, from Lima street east 
to the end of the line. It includes pro¬ 
perty fronting on Central avenue 
from Lima to Baldwin, Baldwin ave¬ 
nue from Suffolk to Highland, a por¬ 
tion of East Monteeito and East High¬ 
land, with a little frontage around 
the corner of Highland and Mountain 
Trail. Business zones are also pro¬ 
vided for at the foot of the trail anil 
in the canyon to include existing es¬ 
tablishments. 

Zone “A” is the residence zone and 
includes all that portion of the city 
not opened to business as in Zones B, 
C und D. 

Zone “B” is the territory opened to 
hospitals, sanitariums, etc. It was the 
source of contention at the previous 
hearings on the ordinance and prom¬ 
ises to be the subject of a hot debate 
at the hearing next week. 

After lengthy debates at the pre¬ 
vious hearings, the overwhelming sen¬ 
timent expressed caused the city trus¬ 
tees to agree to locate Zone B in the 
northeast section of the city. It would 
have included all territory north of 
Grand View avenue, and east of the 
arroyo. This may be imagined on the 
map as an irregular line running from 
a point just east of Camilo street to 
the point in the northerly margin of 
the map indicated by the letter “E.” 

Subsequent to these public hearings 
Messrs. Anderson, Perkins and their 
associates bought what is known as 
the Mt. Tara property in the north¬ 
west portion of the city, for sanitar¬ 
ium purposes. The area would repre¬ 
sent approximately that portion of the 
map north of the line of Carter avenue 
and west of Grove street. 

When the ordinance came up ugain 
before the trustees, the previous ac¬ 
tion was reversed and a decision 
reached to locate the zone in the

u tile mountain watershed 
was brought forcibly home on Wednes- 
day when fire burned over several 
acres of grass and brush on the J. S. 
Clarkson roperty in the northwest part 
of town. 

Prompt action by the fire depart¬ 
ment under tiie leadership of Chief 
Topping and Marshal Udell, and a 
large number of citizens armed with 
gunny sacks and shovels, prevented 
further spread of the lire. About fifty 
Boy Scouts also appeared on the scene 
as if by magic and rendered splendid 
assistance, according to the statement 
of Chief Topping. 

Believing that the Clarkson house 
would be swept by the flames Mrs. 
Clarkson, who is an invalid, was taken 
from her bed and rushed from danger 
in an automobile. 

'l'lie fire started, officers believe, 
from a small bonfire started early in 
the morning by Mr. Clarkson. When 
the afternoon wind came up the coals 
of fire were fanned into a flame and 
ignited the brush, the officers say. 

The brush is four feet high and very 
thick. When once staited it is very 
hard to quench. It was only the super 
efforts of the fire department and the 
sack beating citizens that kept the 
blaze, which started at the very foot 
of the mountains, from becoming a 
very serious mountain forest fire. A 
large pen of pigeons barely escaped 
destruction from the flames. 

Some excitement reigned at the 
Snyder sanitarium, which was in the 
direct path of the burning brush. 

Forest Supervisor K. H. Charlton 
has proposed to Scoutmaster Stovall 
that the Scouts of Troop One assist 
the foresters in planting and protect¬ 
ing shade trees along the Sierra Ma- 
dre trail to the Big Santa Anita. The 
ogvernment will supply the necessary 
seed of tlie knob cone pine, with in¬ 
structions in planting, and the Scouts 
will Jo the work. A monument will be 
erected, giving information that the 
trees were planted by the Scouts of 
Troop One, Sierra Madre. The knob 
cone pines grow very rapidly, as is 
proven by those planted along the 
trail only a few years ago. Arrange- 
menst will be made for this work at 
meetings to be held soon. 


Plans for the grammar school grad¬ 
uation exercises are maturing under 
the direction of a committee consisting 
ol I), nnis H. Stovall, Dr. Gilbert S.

It shall be unlawful for 
any person to have in his possession 
within the City of Sierra Madre, any 
alcoholic liquors or bottles, barrels, 
vessels, stills, or other articles or ap¬ 
pliances, with the intent to use the 
same in violation of this ordinance or 
of any law of the United States, or of 
the State of California, and, in addi¬ 
tion to the penalty therefor, hereinaf¬ 
ter provided, all such articles shall be

A HINT TO GARDEN HOSE 

AGRICULTURISTS WHO FAIL 

Los Angeles county contains an enor¬ 
mous number of true agriculturists 
i whose scope of operations is limited 
by the length of the garden hose. 
These home plot farmers sometimes! 
run strongly to ornamentals but near¬ 
ly 'always gain considerable pleasure 
and often times profit in growing food 
producing plants as well. 

The most common cause for disap¬ 
pointment when things do not grow 
well lies in poor irrigation methods. 

Ordinary daily or semi-daily sprink¬ 
ling is usually insufficient for the re¬ 
quirements of deep-rooted plants, j 
Make sure your soil is moist at the; 
depths where root development is 
greatest for the particular plants in 
question. Good irrigation for deep- 
rooted plants does not necessarily re¬ 
quire daily watering or even weekly 
watering, but it does require a deep 
wetting of the soil.

northwest part of the city, to include 
j that sanitarium property.

us small as possible by making Lima 
( street the east boundary. He said he 
j would vote for such a zone but for no 
: greater territory in the northwest. 

| Trustee Mitchell wanted to open up 
the entire territory north of line A-B, 
or only restrict it as far west as Bald¬ 
win avenue. A boundary approxi¬ 
mately in line with the west side of 
Hermosa avenue was adopted as a 
compromise, by a vote of three to 1 
two. 

At the last meeting of the trustees 
the matter was taken up again. Alor- 
ney Baker said he thought the bound¬ 
aries adopted were dangerously 
small from the standpoint of legal 
soundness. He thought the ordinance 
would be open to attack on the ground 
tiiat the territory was restricted prac¬ 
tically to the point of monopoly. Af¬ 
ter some further discussion another 
change was made by a three to two 
vote, making the boundaries of Zone 
B the same as those provided for in 
Ordinance No, 24. Uf this action the 
territory opened to hospitals and san¬ 
itariums was restricted to that north 
of line A-B and east of line C-D as 
shown on the map. 

This represents the present status 
of tlie zoning ordinance. The board 
can hear arguments on it and if any 
further changes are made another 
“linal” public hearing must be held 
before the ordinance can be adopted.
